AN ACT ~ amend the mlllta'!'}' code of Iowa. LAn act to amend aac\ior.s twenty-one 
hundred and aeven\y·three (21'13), \wenty-one hundred and aeventy·el2ht(21'l8), \wenty­
one hundred and elgh\y (2180), \wenty-two hundred and three (2203), anil twenty-two hun­
dred and twelve (2212) of the code, and to repeal aeotiona twenty-one hundred and 
aeven\y-ab: (21'16), twenty-one hundred and aeven\y-nlne (2179), twenty-one hundred 
and eighty-one (2181) and twenty-two hundred and eleven (2211), and toenaotaubtnltutea 
therefor, rela\ing to \he militia.] 

~ it enacted lYy the ~al AB86mbly of the State ofl()UJ(J: 

SECTION 1. Enlistments-oath. That section twenty-one hundred 
and seventy-three (2178) of the coie be amended by striking out [the] first, 
second, and third lines, [and the words] 11 and complnies ''in the fourth 
line. 

SEc. 2. Acijutant-general-compen.sa.tion. That section twenty-one 
hundred and seventy-six (2176) of the code is hereby repealed and the fol­
lowing is enacted in lieu thereof: 

"When a requisition shall be made by the president of the United 
States for tro:>ps upon the state, the adjutant gener&l. sha.ll also act 
as quartermuter-general and as full compensation as adjutant gen­
eral and acting quutermaster-general shall receive a salary from 
the state the c:>mpensation of grade of colonel of the &r1Jl7 during 
the time said troops are in the service." 

SEc. 8. Company-o:flloers of. That section twenty· one hundred and 
seventy-nine (2179) of the c.lde be rapealed and the following enacted in lieu 
thereof: 

"A company of infantry shall consist of a captain, a first lieu­
tenant, a second lieutenant, one first sergeant, one quartermaster­
sergeant, four sergeants, six corporals, two cook:~, two musicians, 
and not less than forty nor more than sixty-four privates and non· 
commissioned offi38rs. A troop of ca.viliy or a battery of light 
artillery shall have the sa.me officer a and non-commissioned officers, 
one farrier, one blacksmith, and one saddler. In time of war or 
public danger the commander-in-chief may increase the enlistei 
strength of such companies as he may deem necessny. The com­
pany officers sha.ll be elected by the officers and enlisted men of the 
company and shall hold office for five years unless their resignation 
shall have been accepted, or they are dismissed by sentence of 
court-martial." 

SEc. 4. Electiona of o:fllcers. That section twenty-o:1e hundred and 
eigh1y (2180) of the code be amended by striking out the word " and " at the 
end of the second line and the word" general" at the beginning orthe third 
line. 

SEc. 5. Medical and sta1f departments.-That section twenty-one 
hundred and eighty-one (2181) of the code be repelled and the following 
enactEd in lieu thereof: 

"The medical department, in addition to the surgeon-general, 
shall consist of a deputy surgeon, with rank of Jieatenant-colonel; 
one surgeon, with rank of major, and an assistan~ surgeon for 
each regiment, and an additional assistant surgeon for each twelve· 
company regiment. Assistant surgeons f.>r the first :five years of 
commission shall have rank of first lieutenant; after which they 
shall have rank of captain. The enlisted men of the medical 
department shall consist of a hospital steward for each regiment 
ana one acting hospital steward for each regiment, and one acting 
hospital stewcU"d for each assistant surgeon, and such number of 
privates as the commander-in-chief may prescribe. The other sta:ff 
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departments, in addition to the heads of the departments and per­
sonal aides and regimental staff, shall be as follows: An assistant 
inspector-general, with rank of major; an assistant inspector of 
small arms practice, with rank of major; and an inspector of small 
arms practice, with rauk of captain; an engineer officer, with rank 
of first lieutenant; a signal officer, with rank of first lieutenant, for 
each regiment; and such non-commissioned officers and enlisted 
men, as the commander-in-chief may prescribe, for engineer and 
signal departments. The commander-in-chief shall detail the 
officers and enlisted men of the staff departmEnt f9r duty with the 
regiments upon recommendation of their respective chiefs. All staff 
officers except heads of departments, aides to ihe c:>mmander-in 
chief, [and] regimental staff, shall be appointed and commissioned 
by the comma.nder-in-ch:ef for five years on the recommendation of 
the chiefs of their respective departments selectsd by examination 
under such rules as the chiefs may prescribe." 

SEC. 6. Allowance for headquarters. That section twenty-two hun­
dred and three (2203) of the code be amended by striking out after the word 
11 incidentals " in the second line [the words] 11 to each brigade headquarters 
the sum of twenty-five dollars." 

S:a:c. 7. Compensation of adJutant-general and assistants. That 
section twenty-two hundred and eleven (2211) of the code, be repealei and 
the following enacted in lieu thereof: 

"The adjutant· general shall receive an annual salary of two 
thousand dollars in times of peace, and there shall be appointed a 
record clerk in the adjutant-general's office, who shall have charge 
of the war r£cords under direction of the adjutant-general, who 
shall receive a salary of twelve hundred dollars per annum, and such 
a~:~sist&nts shall be employed in the adjutant general's and quarter­
master general's department as shall, in the opinion of the com· 
mander-in-chief be actually necessary, and any p~rson so employed 
shall receive for the time actua.lly and necessarily on duty such com· 
pensation as the commander-in-chief may prescribe." 

SEc. 8. Compensation of officers and men. That section twenty-two 
hundred and twelve (2212) of the code, ba amended by striking out the word 
11 general" in the fourth line thereof between the word 'J ' 1 each " and 1 'field". 

S:a:c. 9. Regimental sta1f-rank. That section twenty-one hundred 
and seventy-eight (2178) of the code, be amended by striking out the word 
" first lieutenant " m the fifth line thereof, following the words 1 ' a quarter­
master with rank," and inserting in lieu there3f the word "cg,ptain."

SECTION 1. Compensation for company drill. T.aa.t section two 
thousand two hundrl3d thirtean of the cod~ be a.meniei by adding tberato 
the following: 

1'Taat there shall also be plid to each offic9r ani sJ!dier for 
attendance at company drill at the company station, the sum of ten 
cents per hour and not exceeding twenty cents in any one waek, 
provided, that from any money due any offieer or soldier for attend· 
ance at compa'ly drills shall be deduct9d thl sum of ten cants p3r 
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
